ary can be cured by hard work and 
co-operation, seasoned with a little 
reasonable common sense and human 
kindness. In striking this note as my 
own campaign 'plank' I may be elim- 
nating myself as a candidate for 
uieutenant-Governor, but if my col- 
eagues are right, 'and the State is go- 
ing to\the bow-wows beyond redemp- 
ion, the office won't be worth much 
to-ariybody, anyway. 


'So I'll hold to my personal optim- 


ism about our ability to work the 
State out of her present troubles, 'of- 
fer my services for what they are 
worth in working them out, in jus- 
tice and fairness /and all gooti will, 
and wait as patiently and hopefully as 
possible to see what happens on Au- 
gust^."
